Between 500,000 and 600,000 persons, most of 
Ihem young, migrate frwn tf»e country to the 
city every year. Today 70 per cent of our peo­ 
ple live on 1.2 per cent of the land. 
Most newcomers to the city are ill*i»'epared 
to cope with their new surroundings and lack 
supportive skills. The trend goes back to WorM 
Waf n and farther. It became a problem of na­ 
tional concern at least a dozen years ago. 
There were 5,382,162 farms in 1950; only 
4,782,393 in 1954, as disclosed by the 1955 Cen­ 
sus of Agriculture. Significantly emnig^, in the 
big farm category — 500 acres and up — there 
was actually a growth of 18,485 farms. 
Population profiles show departure from 
farms accounts for fi» drop in the prop<ntioii 
of the rural to the whole potation. On the eve 
of World War I, one out of three Americans 
still lived on farms. Today only one in 17 does. 
The farm population in 1988 was estimated at 
11.'® million, down from 15.8 million in 1980. The 
current rate of farm population loss — about 5 
per-cent a year — is expected to continue. 
More than a year ago, President Johnson ap­ 
pointed a National Advisory Commission on Ru­ 
ral Poverty. The panel has completed its study 
aiid sent its recommendations to the White 
House. The President may make the Dec. 11-12 
symposium on urban overcrowding and rural 
decline the occasion to outline legislative pro­ 
posals to revCTse the trend, m* at least slow it 
down. 


What can the government do? Can you keep 
’em down on the farm? ffliould you? 
Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey on Oct.

“We can,” he said, “offer tax incen­ 
tives, 8ul»idies, rww p to fu n mn 
of cooperative

Swne of tiie remedies are dubious: Robert A. 
Levine of the Office of Economic Opportunity, 
in a memo of last June reported: ‘Programs 
which try to cure rural poverty by creating a 
personal or community ecwiomic base under 
conditions where such a base does not exist are 
seldom gdng to work. Parts of the South have 
been uiriergdng extensive industrial develop­ 
ment for 40 years, and they still have more 
timn their ]woportion of poverty. Industrial pro­ 
jects to r such areas. . .can use up an awful lot 
of money, create very few j<rfl)s, and of tlw jobs 
tiiey do create, reserve even fewer for the 
poor.“ 
New Manchester 
New Manchester has officially become a part 
of the Tri-State District nomenclature, replac­ 
ing Pughtown as the name for the pleasant 
little Hancock County village on Route 2 south 
of Chester. 
Not truly a new title, since New Manchester 
was the name given the original plats in 1810 
by David Pugh, It is nevertheless now historical­ 
ly correct, geographically proper, commuoally 
desired and apprc^riate for the aim of swn# 
residents to capture the atmosphere of earlier 
days.

To someone who wants to know when to put 
out the trash can, no amount of bulletins about 
the United Nations, LBJ, CIK, DeGaulle, Gov. 
Rhodes or Courthouse politics can really help 
as much as “Here And There.” 
It might not advise all women where their 
husbands are going to be tomorrow night, but 
it can tell many where they ^ouM be.

Labor Bloc Wants LBJ Help 


BAL HARBOUR — Bluntly, and in proleta­ 
rian prose, powerful labor leaders have 
warned Presidmt Johnson tiiat his administra­ 
tion will have to deliver if he expects the unim 
chiefs to get into the “front­ 
line trenches” and deliver a 
vote during the coming jwesi-, 
dential campaign year. 
F ie rc e ly , seafarer Paul 
Hall, speaking for at least 8 
million of the AFL-CIO’s 14 
million members, said the 
time had crane not wily toi 
talk of getting out tiie vote 
for Mr. Johnsrai, but of hav­ 
ing “a clear understanding” 
Victor Riesel 
between the “authorities on both sides.” 
Quitely, the broad-shouldered, husky Hall, 
chief not raily of his own sailors’ union but of 
the multimillion mranber AFL-CIO Maritime 
Trades Dept., cut to tiny ribbons many of the 
administration’s departments, sometimes in 
swift eloquence, sranetimes in the toughest talk 
ever hurled at fe(teral officials. Hall is also a 
policy-making national AFlrCIO vice tpresi- 
dent.

What Hall’s bloc wants is the passage of such 
measures as “common situs picketing.” This 
would give labor the right to picket all gates of 
big projects such as space bases, large urban 
renewal demolition and construction, though the 
unirai dispute is with but one of a score of 
contractors. 


th en h e ACCUSED high officials of the U- 
bor Dept.—without the knowledge of Secretary 
of Labor Willard Wirtz—of “pimping.” 
Hall, easily one of the three or four most in­ 
fluential men in the huge labor federation, 
charged that the Labor Dept, had hired ex-FBI 
men and “shoeflies” (official snoopers) to per­ 
secute as well as prosecute labra* officials. 
“I thought pimping had been outlawed,” said 
Hall, while his fellow labor leaders cheered, 
stomped and applauded. “But apparently not. 
Tlw Labor Dept, men stand outside the plants 
and solicit complaints against us (for prosecu­ 
tion under the Landrum-Griffin law).” 
‘"niis,” said Hall in a chilled voice, is 
‘pimping.*” Earlier, he had mocked the gov­ 
ernment officials who, he said, were cracking 
down unduly on organized labor for the most 
minor infractions. He was “confused,” he add­ 
ed, and he is a man not easily given to confu­ 
sion nra* public admission of indecision. 
Those who know Hall know not to take his 
words lightly—especially on the political front. 
His own Seafarers Union has one of the most 
effective political networks radiating out of the 


Hall and his alies want the repeal of the 
famed 14-B clause which permits states to ban 
the union shop and the dues checkoff. 
Passage of the first and repeal of the second 
would give organized labor great new strength 
and save it scores of millions of dollars which 
could be diverted to new organization and polit­ 
ical campaigns. 
“I believe,” Hall summed it all up, “that 
what we must look forward to in the coming 
election is not just some question coming up 
about getting a vote. But I think we should 
have a clear understanding with the proper au­ 
thorities on both sides as to the administration 
of law in the day-to-day work in the front-line 
trenches where you people (the delegates) are 
engaged throughout the year, so that we may 
receive the type of cooperstion that we proper­ 
ly deserve.” 
So President Johnson is being told by men 
who deal in the collateral of power that it is as 
blessed to give as to receive—especially during 
a presidential campaign year.

Party In Power 


Almost everybody talks about inflation, hut 
nobody does much about it. 
Ecraiomists give plenty of advice, but few are 
willing to potat to the real reason America is 
passing thr^h one of the most critical periods 
in its business history. 
The realistic fact is there is a costly war 
going on in Vletaam, but no wage-and-price 
controls have been imposed by Craigress. 
As a consequence, national labor unions are 
free to threaten strikes and to cranpel the adop­ 
tion of higher and higher wage scales. Indus­ 
trial management then is faced with the neces­ 
sity o i increasing prices. 
The big steel companies, raie by one, have 
announced an increase of $5 a ton for certain 
types of steel which account for nearly 40 per 
cent of the industry’s shipments. The herai of 
Armoc Steel Corp. calls the industry a “vic­ 
tim” rather tiian the “instigator” of inflation. 
But the steel industry is the victim also of 
something else—the heavy influx o i fra'eign 
steel. 


EFFORTS TO get Congress to establish a 
series of qurias to prevent present imports 
from increasing substantially in the next few 
years have thus far proved fruitless. So, the 
steel cranpantes, in order to conserve profits, 
have found themselves compelled to increase 
prices ri certain kinds of steel which their 
competitors from abroad do not supply in big 
enough quantities to fill the needs of customers 
in this country. 
Ihe steel industry, moreover, has to move its 
prices upward to meet the demands for in­ 
creased wages by steelworkers. Critical nego­ 
tiations with the unions are to be held in the 
next few weeks. 
Everybody in government is aware of the 
fundamental changes in the wage-and-price 
structure of industry generally that are being 
made, but little attention is being paid to the 
impact of such changes on the national econo­ 
my as a whole. Perhaps there is a key in what 
is reported in a UPI dispatch from Miami, 
which says: 
“The AFL-CIO executive council rai the eve 
of the federation’s convention assured the John­ 
son administration it will have little trouble 
with labra* in next year’s election.” 
As far as votes in the 1968 election are con­ 
cerned, labor can muster many times the num­ 
ber that management can.

‘pimping.’ ” Earlier, he had mocked the gov­ 
ernment officials who, he said, were cracking 
down unduly on organized labor for the most 
minor infractions. He was “confused,” he add­ 
ed, and he is a man not easily given to confu­ 
sion nor public admission of indecision. 
Thase who know Hall know not to take his 
words lightly—especially on the political front. 
His own Seafarers Union has one of the most 
effective political networks radiating out of the 


big councils in each port city on the coasts, 
lakes and rivers. His Maritime Trades Dept is 
more tightly organized than any other in the 
AFL-CIO.

Thus he is the central wheel of the power 
blocs inside the AFL-CIO.

But the steel industry is the victim also of 
something else—the heavy influx of foreign 
steel. 


EFFORTS TO get Congress to establish a 
series of quotas to prevent present imports 
from increasing substantially in the next few 
years have thus far proved fruitless.

'I Just Do Not Cart' 


One of the great problems 
that we face when we try to 
interest people to the religion 
of Christ, is the problem of 
kutifference. Many people act 
as though they think they will 
live forever. They will tell us 
that they think religion is 
fine for some people but they 
are juat not kitarested. Most 
of liiese people seem to indi- 
oate that some time to the 
future they might have an 
interest in reli^on but tiiat 
they are juat not liiterei^ 
now. 
The fallacy of this kind of 
reasoning can be deariy 
seen. None of us know just 
how long that God will per­ 
mit us to live here on the 
earth. Death is an appoint­ 
ment that God has made for 
each of us. We camot cancel 
this appointment but must 
answer when we are caBed. 
Heb. 9 :27 *‘And as it is ap­ 
pointed unto men once to 
die, but after this the judg­ 
ment.” We cannot know just 


what time we will have to 
die. Thus, it should be evi­ 
dent that constant prepara­ 
tion is needed if we expect to 
be ready to face death. The 
Lord has a right to expect 
more of us than just a “last 
Minute” prepvatkm. If we 
expect to get to Heaven, we 
should get ready to go there 
juat as soon as we know 
what to do. It is dangerous 
for us to pirt off obedience to 
God when we know what God 
wants us to do. We might not 
get the opportunity again to 
make tfatogs r i ^ with God. 
The Bfide makes it known 
to us that we all « e guilty of 
ato in the sight of God. Every 
person who is old enough to 
know the (fifferenoe in &ngs 
that are right and thii^ that 
« e wrong, has conunited sin 
in the s ii^ of God. Sin is 
tran^pessian of the Law of 
God. 1 Jno. 3:4 “Whosoever 
committeth sin transgress- 
seth also the law: for sin is 
the transgrenkm of the law.’* 


Ttuis, when we transgress 
God’s law, we become guilty 
of sin. 
The Lord provided the an­ 
swer for the problem of sin 
when he commanded that all 
who are guilty of sin repent 
of that sin «id then be bap­ 
tized so that this sin could 
be remitted. Acts 2:38, Mk.

Heb. 9:27 “ And as it is ap­ 
pointed unto men once to 
die, but after this the judg­ 
m ent.” We cannot know just

what time we will have to 
die. Thus, it should be evi­ 
dent that constant prepara­ 
tion is needed if we expect to 
be ready to face death. The 
Ix>rd has a right to expect 
more of us than just a ' last 
Minute” preparation, If we 
expect to get to Heaven, we 
should get ready to go there 
just as soon as we know 
what to do. It is dangerous 
for us to put off obedience to 
God when we know what God 
wants us to do. We might not 
get the opportunity again to 
make things right with God. 
The Bible makes it known 
to us that we all are guilty of 
sin in the sight of God Every 
person who is old enough to 
know the difference in things 
that are right and things that 
are wrong, has commited sin 
in the sight of God. Sin is 
transgression of the I.aw of 
God. I J no. 3:4 “ Whosoever 
oommitteth sin 
transgress- 
seth also the taw: for sin is 
the transgression of the law.” 


Thus, when we transgress 
God s law, we become guilty 
of sin. 
The lA>rd provided tile an­ 
swer for the problem of sin 
when lie commanded that all 
who are guilty ot sin repent 
of that sin and then be bap­ 
tized so that this sin could 
be remitted.

The $3,698,000 project extends from Route 
267 — where the Freeway now ends — to the 
West Point area where Route 45 will be tied in 
with a new interchange. 


The Carl Guepel Construction Co. of Indian­ 
apolis began work on Jan. 19, and is scheduled 
to complete the project by July 31, 1969. 


Besides the double span over Route 30, two 
other pairs of bridges are to be erected — one 
over Township Road 904 and another over the 
Y. & O. Rd. 


The total length of roadway involved will 
be 8.6 miles, including the freeway, ramps and 
parts of relocated roads. Work is about 60 per 
cent complete, highway officials estimated. 


Crews are working two shifts daily, not to 


expedite the project but as part of tho original 
planning of the firm, it was explained. The steady 
labor and movement of earth prevents the soil 
freezing in cold weather — which would delay 
the project — and provides for more efficient 
use of equipment than letting it be idle for 16 
hours a day. 
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The former low-lying flatland south of West 
Point is now unrecognizable, with the onetime 
Terry’s Lake gone, the creek course changed to 
bring it closer to Route 30 for the bridging, and 
huge mounds of earth piled up to provide the fill 
for the bridge approaches and roadbed.

PENNSYLVANIA’S BUCK season will end at sunset 
today and the regular statewide antlerless deer season will 
be held next Monday, Tuesday and Saturday, 
Early indications are that hunters so far this season 
have been tak ing deer at a record rate. The all-time record 
for buck s harvested in a year was 1965, when hunters re­ 
ported tagging 65,150 antlered deer. Last year hunters re­ 
ported bagging 58,722 buck s. 
Field reports indicate that hunters are seeing plenty 
of whitetails, and indications are that there could also be 
a large antlerless deer harvest next week . Antlerless deer 
hunters are encouraged to tak e whitetails from farm areas 
where deer dam age to crops has been occurring. This type 
of hunting is often mutually beneficial; reduction of the 
herd lowers crop damage, and hunters are often rewarded 
with heavier whitetails.

IT IS NOT too late to start winter feeding of birds, 
particularly since the ground is not frozen hard. It is better 
to » tart bef(M'e tlw first snowfall but often that is a reminder 
to get started. 
A bird feeding program need not be elaborate — the 
porch will do, a window ledge 
ot even the ground outside 
the back door. 
A feeding tray can be a simple board fastened to a 
window ledge w on a post. It should have a raised e ^ e 
— a strip w wood to retain feed. Later on you may wish 
to cover the tray or buy one, but they can be q uite simple 
in construction. Feeding trays should be in a protected area 
but not where it will be easily accessible to cats or sq uirrels. 
You can begin by feeding bread crumbs or similar food. 
This wUl probably attract house sparrows and starlings, but 
this is good since it will lead other birds to the spot. Mix­ 
ed bird feed can be bought. Many of the sparrow tripe, song, 
field and tree sparrows, lik e medium chick feed. Cardinals, 
titm ice, chick adees, jays, nuthatches and some of the rarer 
birds go for sunflower seeds. Thus a mixture of sunflower 
seeds and chick feed will bring variety. An ear of com 
hung up by a string or stuck on a nail also will attract 
cardinals. 


ONLY HUNTERS who possess antlerless deer licenses 
and who have not tak en a whitetail in the state during the 
current license year will be permitted to hunt during the 
three-day antlerless season. Antlerless licenses are valid 
only in the county in which they were issued, and are not 
transferable. 
A dozen or more trophy buck s believed to be big enough 
for entry in the Boone and Crock ett record book were ex­ 
amined at the four deer check ing stations during the first 
week . 
The Boone and Crock ett Club is the internationally- 
recognized organizatiiMi which compiles official records of 
North American big game trophies. 
About 4,000 buck s were examined and a large number 
of fine specimens turned up. Many whitetails could not be 
examined because the jaws were frozen shut. 
The largest deer check ed was a 188-pounder tak en in 
Susq uehanna County. Westmoreland County also produced 
several deer weighing over 180 pounds, and a 13-year-old 
Sandy Lak e youth, Mark B. Voorhees, tagged a i2-point, 
4^-year-old trophy which weighed 180 pounds.

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IN T E R U S U A L L Y IS M O RE D IF F IC U L T for 
humans than it is for members of the animal 
kingdom. Man, with all his modern conveniences 
and abundance of food, seems to be troubled con­ 
tinually by the elements. 
Animals and birds do not find it as easy going 
in the winter as in the summer, but, overall, their 
struggle is not too great. 
There is one exception. When the weather 
becomes extremely severe, much of the birdlife 
suffers. It becomes difficult for them to obtain 
food and water. 
The winter feeding of birds is the hobby of 
many. Others have expressed interest in how it 
should be done 
In answer to this, the following article was prepared 
by E. R. (Pete) Chandler of Chester, area naturalist and 
bird watcher. 


IT IS NOT too late to start winter feeding of birds, 
particularly since the ground is not frozen hard. It is hotter 
to start before the first snowfall but otten that is a reminder 
to get started. 
A bird feeding program need not be elaborate — the 
porch will do, a window ledge or even the ground outside 
the back door. 
A feeding tray can he a simple hoard fastened to a 
window ledge or on a post. It should have a raised edge 
— a strip of wood to retain feed. Later on you may wish 
to cover the tray or buy one. but they can be quite simple 
in construction. Feeding trays should be in a protected area 
but not where it will be easily accessible to cats or squirrels. 
You can begin bv feeding bread crumbs or similar food. 
This will probably attract house sparrows and starlings, but 
this is good since it will lead other birds to the spot. Mix­ 
ed bird feed can be bought. Many of the sparrow tripe, song, 
field and tree sparrows, like medium chick feed. Cardinals, 
titmice, chickadees, jays, nuthatches and some of the rarer 
birds go for sunflower seeds. Thus a mixture of sunflower 
seeds and chick feed will bring variety. An ear of com 
hung up by a string or stuck on a nail also will attract 
cardinals.

PEN N SYLVA NIA'S B IL K season will end at sunset 
today and the regular statewide antlerless deer season will 
be held next Monday, Tuesday and Saturday. 
Early indications are that hunters so far this season 
have been taking deer at a record rate. The ail-time record 
for bucks harvested in a year was 1965, when hunters re­ 
ported tagging 65,150 antlered deer. Last year hunters re­ 
ported bagging 58,722 bucks. 
Field reports indicate that hunters are seeing plenty 
of whitetails, and indications are that there could also be 
a large antlerless deer harvest next week. Antlerless deer 
hunters are encouraged to take whitetails from farm areas 
where deer damage to crops has been occurring. This type 
of hunting is often mutually beneficial: reduction of the 
herd lowers crop damage, and hunters are often rewarded 
with heavier whitetails. 


ONLY HUNTERS who possess antlerless deer licenses 
and who have not taken a whitetail in the state during the 
current license year will be permitted to hunt during the 
three-day antlerless season. Antlerless licenses are valid 
only in the county in which they were issued, and are not 
transferable. 
A dozen or more trophy bucks believed to be big enough 
for entry in the Boone and Crockett record hook were ex­ 
amined at the four deer checking stations during the first 
week. 
The Boone and Crockett Club is the internationally- 
recognized organization which compiles official records of 
North American big game trophies. 
About 4.000 bucks were examined and a large number 
of fine specimens turned up. Many whitetails could not be 
examined because the jaws were frozen shut. 
The largest deer checked was a 188-pounder taken in 
Susquehanna County. Westmoreland County also produced 
several deer weighing over 180 pounds, and a 13-year-old 
Sandy Lake youth, Mark B. Voorhees, tagged a 12-point, 
412-year-old trophy which weighed 180 pounds. The big huck 
was taken in Venango County.

Both sa id the soldiers in Vi­ 
etna m a re in the sa me position 
they were a t the outbrea k of 
World War II. “ Why we a re 
ovffl" there ha s not cha nged in 26 
y ea rs,” they sa id. Both ex press­ 
ed the disma y tiwy felt when 
the America n fla g wa s burned 
when the two isla nds fell.

QUESTION: W h y do some people hare n atu rally 
straight hair and others curly?

ANSWER: Each of the hairs on your head—and on the 
heads of the two girls in our picture—is a shaft which, seen 
through a Iow-power microscope would look about as shown 
in the two circles But notice the difference in the two hair 
shafts. The one on top is flattened in places, as shown in the 
cross section. This means that as the hair grows out, some 
parts grow faster than other. It is this which twists the hairs 
around, making a curly-haired effect. In contrast, the lower 
shaft is straight and the cross section round. There is nothing 
to prevent this girl's hair from falling straight down in the 
handsome effect so many girls like these days.
